art and the rest. Several old statutes forbid 
importers to hold su'ch places, and upon the 
President's attention, being .called to this, he 
submitted to the Senate a suggestion that 
the law be so changed as to. allow Mr. Stew- 
art to act as Secretary of the- Treasury.
